With Ruins. 


Martial Law Ruled for 
a Time Yesterday.

Second Fire is Supposed to 
Have Been Incendiary. 


Over Twenty Handsome Build- 
ings Destroyed—Scovil 
House in Ruins. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
ATERBURY (Ct.) Feb. 3.—The 
sun rose this morning on a black- 
ened and smouldering mass of 

ruins that marked the main business 
section of the city. Thousands of peo- 
ple stumbled around the icy streets, 
and with the greatest difficulty were 
restrained by the militia from ventur- 
ing within the danger lines. 

There was more or less disorder, but 
the police have been very active, and 
the militia has been of great service 
in handling the crowds, The streets 
were piled with household goods end 
strewn with small articles thrown 
from the windows. Some of this prop- 
erty was confiscated by passers-by, but 
the amount of thieving was small com- 
pared with the opportunities offered 
by the confusion. 

A revised list of losses and insurance 
is very difficult to obtain at this time. 
Estimates by experts tonight place 
the total ljss at close to $2,000,000. 
There was no loss of life. There is 
strong suspicion that the fire which 
destroyed the Scovil House was the 
work of an incendiary. 

THE BURNED DISTRICT. |

WATERBURY (Ct) Feb. 3.—For 
ten last night and this morning 
am fanned by a high wind, held 
sway over a part of this city. The 
best business portion of the city, form- 
ing a triangle bounded on the north 
by Exchange Place, on the west by 
Bank street, on the south, by Grand 
street and on the east by South Main 
street, was almost wiped out. 

The first fire, which started in the 
big store of Reid & Hughes Dry Goods 
Company on Bank street, was not un- 
der control until about $2,000,000 worth 
of property had been destroyed. About 
the time the firemen supposed they had 
the flames under control, a second fire 
broke out in the Scovil House the 
city’s leading hotel, remodeleq by the 
late Judge EK. C. Lewis, a few years 
ago, at an expense of about $75,000, and 
the establishment was completely 
wrecked. The occupants of the hotel 
were forced to seek the street in their 
night clothes. 


With the ringing of a second alarm, 
— 


the entire city was thrown into a 
panic. There was a fierce gale blow- 
ing, and sparks from the burning hotel 
were driven in showers over a great 
area. The occupants of buildings lo- 
cated in the path of the wind prepared 
to leave. Although the Waterbury fire 
department was reinforced from nearby 
cities, it was for a time impossible to 
stay the progress of the flames. The 
fire in its entirety burned_over four 
acres of the city's best business sec- 
tion. Among the prominent buildings 
totally destroyed are the block occu- 
pied by the Read & Hughes Dry Goods 
Company, the plant of the Waterbury 
American, the Masonic Temple, the 
Scovil and Franklin houses, the W. L. 
Douglass Shoe Company, the Johnson 
Block and the Salvation Army Work- 
ingmen's Home. In all, about one 
hundred of the most prominent busi- 
ness houses are burned out. 

Rarely have firemen been obliged to 
contend against worse conditions than 
those which prevailed from first to 
last in this disastrous conflagration. 
The wind was blowing a gale, and the 
cold” was intense. It seemed at one 
time as though every structure in the 
heart of the city would be destroyed. 
In some instances, the work of the 
firemen proved of no avall. The Water 
bury Bank building, at the corner of 
Bank and Grand streets, was saved, 
although the New England Engineer- 
ing Company's $70,000 building, but a 
few feet away, and the Masonic Tem- 
ple, on the north side of the bank build- 
ing, were wiped out of existence. 

The city is practically under martial 
law, the blue uniforms of the National 
Guardsmen appearing on every side. 


The Armory,, the City Hall, 
churches and other public places have 
been turned into temporary shelters, 
hundreds being rendered homeless. 
When asked if he would call for finan- 
cial aid from outside. cities, Mayor 
Kilduff said: “Waterbury, although 
suffering a grievous blow, will take

The burning 
building was located in the heart of 
the city and within view of many resi- 
dences which fiank the city park or 
commons. The firemen soon abandoned 
any attempt to save the burning builld- 
ing, and turned their attention to ad- 
jacent property. It was of no avail, 
however. Within fifteen minutes the 
Salvation Army barracks to the rear 
and westward were burning. From 


business. A few moments later the fire 
again crossed Bank street and de- 
stroyed the Masonic Temple. After 
forty-five minutes it became evident 
that Waterbury was experiencing an 
unparalleled conflagration. The wind 
was of almost hurricane force. Ap- 
peals for help were wired to New Ha- 
ven, Hartford, and Win- 
sted. 

The arrival of help served to inspire 
courage among Waterburians, but still 
the fire continued its work of destruc- 
tion. Meanwhile thieves attacked de- 
serted homes, and it became necessary 
to order out the militia. 

At 2:30 o'clock a.m., twenty hand- 
some blocks occupied on lower floors by 
stores and on upper floors by tenements 
and offices, were in ruifis. At 3 o'clock 
a.m., the firemen seemed to be gaining 
control of the fire. An hour later many 
citizens had withdrawn to their homes,

EW YORK, Feb. 3-—The gale 
which has been sweeping the 
coasts of Long Island and New 

Jersey for more than twenty-four 
hours, and is continuing tonight, 
though with abating force, has brought 
death and disaster to sailors and their 
craft. Reports of loss of life are con- 
fined to the eastern end of Long Isi- 
and, whence comes news that several 
bodies have been washed ashore. 

It was not known up to 10 o'clock 
tonight what vessels the men who lost 
their lives came from. They may have 
been either on barges towed by the 
tug Richmond, reported as passing 
Block Island without tow, bound from 
New York to Newport, R. I., or the 
tug Cuba, which passed Block Island 
two hours later, and which left New 
London, Ct., yesterday for Newport 
News, and was returning without tow. 
When leaving port the Richmond had 
three barges, and the Cuba two. 
Wreckage strews the shore in the vi- 
cinity of the Bellport, L. I., life-sav- 
ing station, and one body came ashore 
east of this station. One barge was

A westerly gale was blowing at 
the rate of seventy miles an hour 
when the Schepp struck at 3:30 o'clock 
in the morning.

Andrew Rhoad’s life-saving station, a 
mile to the east, dragged their mor- 
tar to the scene of the wreck, reach- 
ing the Schepp about daybreak, and 
found the seas breaking over her bow 
and stern, She was about one thous- 
and feet from shore and tossing heav- 
fly with every thrust of the powerful 
breakers. Nearly every spar in her 
was twisted or broken. several of 
the crew could be seen on deck, run- 
ning to and fro in apparent efforts to 
keep from freezing to death. The life 
savers of Capt. Rhoads station and 
those of the Long Beach station, un- 
der Capt. Van Wicklen, made several 
attempts to shoot the life lines over 
the Schepp, Sut the afternoon's efforts 
were not successful. Then then tried 
to launch the lifeboat, but this, too, 
proved impossible. 

The crews of the seagoing tugs John 
E. Berwind and E. 8. Atwood, had a 
very narrow escape from going to the 
bottom with their boats Sunday after- 
noon. Nothing was known of their 
plight until the arrival of the German 
gteamer Barcelona, the crew of which 
rescued the tug men. The tugs had 

n delivering plans to the stranded 
steamer Cavour, ashore at Long Beach, 
L. IL, and were proceeding back to this 
port when the gale struck them. The 
waves not only swept off everything 
movable, but flooded their holds and 
got into their fire boxes. The seven 
men on each tug were in imminent 
danger of death for over two hours. 
The tugs were absolutely helpless and 
gradually sinking, when the Barcelona 
hove in’ sight, and took the half-frozen 
crews aboard. Within half an hour 
after this the two tugs went to the 
bottom. 

The Berwind was probably worth 
$35,000 and the Atwood about $25,000.

Koyukuk District Will Prove as Rich 
as the Klondike—Runs Up to Seventy 
Dollars a Pan. 


THE NEW ASSOCIATED 


SEATTLE, Feb. 3.—The first mails to 
arrive from Nome, St. Michael, Council 
City, Eagle, Rampart and other points 
in Northwestern Alaska, were brought 
down from the North by the steamship 
Derigo, whjeh arrived this morning. 
Mall came on the Derigo from Nome as 
late as November 7; from St. Michael 
as late as November 21; from Rampart 
as late as December 17; from Eagle 
as late as January 6, and from Dawson 
as late as January 13. 

Only first-class mail was received 
from, points below Dawson. It is ap- 
parent from the time required for the 
mall to make the trip that it must have 
had a severe time of it. 

Two months and two days were re- 
quired to make the trip from Nome 
to Dawson. The contract time for the 
carrying of the mail is sixty days for 
the trip, and it is probable that this 
time will be without much diffi- 
culty after the weather is settled and 
the trail is improved. 

Scurvy is prevailing in Nome to an 
alarming degree. A great lack of all 
kinds of fresh vegetables was appar- 
ent. Many of the poor p whe 
were unable to get out in the fall, are 
“hibernating” in their cabins, and it is 
among this class that the most pro- 
nounced cases of scurvy are found. 

The poor of Nome are proving «a 
heavy tax on the charity of the camp. 
Destitution was general. There have 
been no advices from the outside since 
navigation closed. 

The winter was mild, and an early 
break-up was looked for. 

Travel over the country was greatly 
impeded by the mild weather. In many 

laces the tundra had been too soft to 

r up the travelers, and communica- 
tion with outlying camps was cut off.

“We have established a reasonably ef- 
ficient government in Cuba, with all the 
numerous adjuncts which pertain to a 
stable, civilized administration, such as 
schools, courts, sanitation, pubtic 
works, etc. The outlay for the mainte- 
nance of these netessary adjuncts to 
the govermmert is necessarily large. 
and the revenues therefor are derived 
principally from materials purchased in 
exchange for sugar and tobacco. These

Case are Peculiar.

Court Gives the Rakers 
Another Warning. 


Will Send Lawyers to Jail 
for Five Days on Their 
Next Offense. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ALTURAS, Feb. 3.—The Superior 
Court of Modoc couk&ty resolved itself 
into a magistrate’s court for a short 
time this morning, to permit Attorney 
Raker to make an application to Judge 
Harrington to release Roberts 
and seven others, who have been con- 
fined in the County Jail since January 
10 for the murder of the Halis, Dan 
Yantis and Martin Wilson, without 
having been granted a preliminary 
hearing. The application was denied. 
Miss Carrie Kresge, sister of Jerve 
Kresge, one of the alleged lynchers, 
was called to the stand by the defense 
to strengthen the alibi of her brother, 
May , and the day following the 
lynching. 

On cross-examination, the witness 
was asked by Gen. Post how it was 
that her memory was so fresh regard- 
ing the incidents and circumstances 
connected with the lynching. Witness 
was unable to give a very satisfactory 
answer. It is a peculiar fact that wit- 
nesses called by the defense have in- 
variably had exceedingly good memo- 
ries as jo the dates and incidents con- 
nected with the lynching, but that their 
memories have failed them dismally on 
more recent events. 

Gen. Post asked Miss Kresge if she 
had ever had read to her, or heard any 
of the testimony given by witnesses in 
this case. Raker objected, and the 
court ruled she might answer. 

Col. Raker objected to the remarks 
of the couit as “highly improper,” and 
he end his brother came in for a lec- 
ture from the bench on the way they 
have entered objections in the past.

KRBSGE ON THE STAND.

lar with that already g.ven by other 
witnesses for the defense regarding his 
whereabouts and doings previous and 
subsequent to the lynchings. Kresge 
was asked to leave the stand in order 
to demonstrate to the jury that he 
was not stoop-shouldered or bow 
legged, as testified to by both Hutton 
and Morris in their identification of 
Kresge, as a member of the lynching 
party. It was clear to the witnesses 
of Kresge’s actions on leaving the 
stand that he was guilty on both 
counts. 

On cross-examination the witness 
was asked if he had emfoyed an at- 
torney before testifying before the 
grand jury in June last. He replied 
that he had not, individually, but that 
the community of Lookout had em- 
ployed the counsel. He was shown the 
transcript of his testimony before the 
grand jury, In which he had made a 
similar statement, in which he said 
that John E. Raker had told him to 
testify, if questioned as to his counsel, 
that he (Raker) had been employed by 
the Lookout community. 

Cross-examination _ elicited little.

"THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. “The 
Sign of the Cross,” by Wilson Bar- 
rett is a historical drama of the scope 
and general character of “Quo Vadis.” 
Its theme „ much the same as that 
of the latter play—the persecution of 
Christians in Rome, under the reign 
of Nero—a period when vice and in- 
tolerance ran riot in the “eternal city.” 
It Is a tragic drama of intense ac- 
tion. The central interest is furnished 
by the love of Marcus Superbus, 4 
Roman patrician, for a Christian 
maiden. Attracted, at first, solely by 
her personal beauty, the “noble Roman” 
is gradually won over to the faith of 
the despised sect by the purity, the 
devotion and the unswerving faith of 
the beautiful young Christian, and he 
meets at last, a martyr’s death in 
the arena. 

Mr. Wilson, himself an actor of high 
attainments, knows well the value of 
dramatic lights and shades; and so 
he has woven into his play some very 
striking contrasts. Scenes of vice and 
luxury. are employed to set out in 
clearer’relief the patient suffering, the 
purity and the steadfast faith of the 
despised Christian. These strong con- 
trasts serve to heighten the effect on 
both sides, and aid in — the 
interest. The play is necessarily a 
striking production from a spectacu- 
lar point of view, and it is very well 
staged in the present instance. The 
story which it tells and the lessons 


which it enforces, may well receive the 


hearty approbation of ministers of the 
gospel and of Christian people gener- 
— 2 for no sermon delivered from the 
pulpit could be more effective than 
this drama in upholding the religion 
taught by the gentle Nazarene. 

In dramatic construction the sn 
not without meretriciousness. e 
climax of the third act is somewhat 
chaotic, overwrought, melodramatic 
and uneatisfactory. It therefore falls 
short of the supreme effect which it 
was designed to produce. The phrase- 
ology of the play, throughout, is more 
or less stilted; yet, notwithstanding 
all defects, it possesses sustained in- 
terest, vigor and dramatic value. 

Mr. Charles Dalton enacts the part 
of Marcus Superbus, with much dis- 
cernment and force. He has a com- 
manding presence—which is an essen- 
tial qualification in a role of this char- 
acter. His voice is adequate in strength 
and quality, and its modulations are 
under control. He is easily, as 
he should be, the commanding figure 
in the play. His methods are to be 
commended in most respects. He holds 
himself under judicious restraint in 
the crisis where the temptatiogs in 
the direction of “sound and fury’ are 
strong. The line of demarcation be- 
tween heroic portrayal and rant is 
easily overstepped. It is much to Mr. 
Dalton’s credit that he keeps safely 
on the right side of this danger-line, 
beyond which so many otherwise ex- 
cellent actors allow themselves to go, 
to their artistic undoing. Mr. Dal- 
tons embodiment of this role is, on 
the whole, eminently satisfactory.

The opinion of the Sacramento 
County Superior Court in the matter 
of the guardianship, which reached 
the city yesterday, is a pungent sum- 
mary of the case.

There is 
absolutely no inhibition or limitation 
upon his re tous views and he may 
pursue those religious views to what- 
ever extent ne may see fit, so long 
as it in tes another or himself in 
sodoing. 

“The only point in this case, then, 
is whether or not Slight’s Wers upon 
the subject of spiritualism have in- 
fluenced his business life, to that ex- 
tent that he is lable to injure him- 
self or his 9 rights in the pur- 
of that belief. 

“In the first place the letters of the 
respondent show conclusively that he 
is influenced by that bellef in his ev- 
eryday affaires of life. to 
the court conclusively that the rela- 
tions with his family have been con- 
trolled and governed by his belief in 
spiritualiam. As he says, he at times 
has visions: he cannot all for the vi- 
sion whenever he wants it. but it comes 
to him as a dream to the ordinary man, 
and that when the vision comes that 


he is able to interpret it. He says 
upon the witness stand that his in- 
terpretation is not infallible; that it 


je often wrong. conclusively convinces 


sions which he leves to be sent te 
him from spirit life.

AT THE COURTROUSE. 


OWERS AND WILSON 
HAVE A RUN OF LUCK. 


— — 
ALLEGED BURGLARS ESCAPE FROM 
MESHES OF THE LAW. 
— — 
Neither Would Turn State's Evidence 
Se One Was Acquitted and the Charge 
Against the Other Was Dismissed— 
Powers Rearrested. 


Pat Powers had a streak of luck yes- 
terday, better than any he has experi- 
enced for a iong time. He escaped 
prosecution on a charge of burglary. 
His pal, Fred Wilson, was also in luck. 
Whisen was tried for burglary and ac- 
quitted. Powers wouldn't testify 
against him. 

For two court days Wilson, with 
whom Powers was charged jointly, was 
on trial in the criminal court, and yes- 
terday Powers was put upon the stand 
by the prosecution to testify against 
his alleged accomplice. It was hoped 
that he would turn State's evidence, 
but, om the ground of personal privi- 
lege, he refused to say a word. . 

As soon as Powers was sworn as a 
witness, his attorney, Earl Rogers, 
Esq., asked the court to instruct him 
that, inasmuch as he was defendatit in 
the case with the right of a separate 
trial, he need not testify untill on the 
stand in his own behalf. 

Powers said he did not care to say 
anything. 

Then Deputy District Attorney Jones, 
thinking to change the situation, sud- 
denly moved to dismiss the case 
against Powers on the ground of in- 
sufficiency of the evidence to warrant 
a trial. 

A few general questions were then 
asked Powefs pertaining to his where- 
abouts prior to the alleged burglary, 
but, when the prosecution approached 
close to the time of the disappearance 
of the $515 involved in the case, Attor- 
ney Rogers again arose, asking the 
court to instruct his client that he need 
not testify about matters that might 
incriminate himeelf. Judge Smith so 
instructed him, and Powers replied that 
he had nothing to say. 

But Powers'’s liberty was soon cut 
short by the police, who rearrested him 
at once to serve out a “floater” in the 
City Jail. 

Wilson and Powers were charged 
with robbing a dairy on the Peilissier 
ranch, and securing $615 in money be- 
longing to one Storero. The robbery 
occurred August 23. Immediately 
thereafter Wilson went to Arizona and 
Powers to San Francisco, whither offi- 
cers went to arrest them. The case 
against Powers was weak, because, on 
the date named, he was not in the 
burglarized house alone, but, while 
Wilson remained behind, he and the 
cook in charge went out into the fields 
to gather herbs to apply to a sore hand. 

Wilson's case went to the jury late 
yesterday afternoon, and shortiy after 
d o'clock the jury returned a verdict of 


acquittal. 


WILL PROBATED. 
MURPHY CONTEST HARMLESS. 
The will of William Murph who 

died on November 3, 1991, leavi $3500 
worth of San Pedro property to nine 
nephews and nieces, and a sister-in- 
law, was admitted to probate by Judge 
Shaw yerterday. 

There was a har mes little contest 
over the competency of the will. 

One of the nephews, John H. Murphy, 
a butcher at Whittier, was cut off with 
. and he tried to show that his old 
uncle, who died of the paley, was in- 
competent to execute a will in Janu- 
ary, 1900, being at that time under the 
influence of his father and mother and 
a brother, Harry. But contestant’s 
testimony was insufficient to convince 
Judge Shaw that Murphy was unable 
to tell to whom he wished to leave the 
property he had been intelligent enough 
to accumulate. 

Mise Alice Murphy, a teacher in the 
pubiie schools of the city, testified that 
she had several times heard her uncie 
speak in an uncompll tary manner 
of her brother John. 

When Murphy made his will he was 
living with his brother in Compton, but 
afterward he moved te Boyd street in 
this city, and died. All of the devisees 
under the will fared well save John.

PIONEER’S BIG ESTATE. 

The will of Elijah Moulton, the wealthy 
East Los Angeles pioneer who died 
on January . was filed for probate 
yesterday in an estate valued at $70,000. 
The estate comprises cash, $5750: notes, 
$11,000; stock in the Los Angeles Brew- 
ery Company, $1000, and real estate vai- 
ved at $44,500, including thirty-two 
acres in Moulton's subdivision east of 
the Los Angeles River. The will was 
executed on October 4, 1492, at which 
time deceased was 62 years old. The 
subscribing witnesses were J. H. 
Shankiand and David Stoddard. The 
executors nominated are Henry W. 
O'Melveny and Manuel Moulton. 

In his will Moulton states that he 
Was never married, although he has 
three children—Marie L. Rodriguez, 
aged 80, wife of Francisco Rodriguez:

GAY IN FRESH PAINT. 

Emperor's Yacht is Now Ready for 
the Water and Will Be Almost Com- 


pleted When Launched. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M1 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Gayin a dress 
of fresh paint, its hull moulded into 
form, Emperor William's yacht, the 
Meteor, is ready for the water at 
Shooter Island. The launching might 
occur today if it were desired. To the 
observer the yacht seems a completed 
vessel, stripped of its rigging. The 
painter's brush already has marked the 
water line upon its sides, and the last 
rivet has been fastened in its plates. 
Nearly all the port holes have been cut. 
With the completion of the deck floor. 
ing and the deckhouse, which will be 


done in a day or so. more, all that re- 


mains to be done will be the fitting 
up of the interior and rigging. The 
100 tons of lead ballast already has 
been stowed away in the hold. 

The Meteor will be almost completed 
when it is launched. Stepping the 
masts, upholstering the interior. and 
finishing some of the detail work in the 
compartments is all that will remain 
to be done. The yacht may be ready 
to sall within two weeks after the 
launching.

MINES AND MINING. 


RIZONA COPPER NOT 
A AFFECTED BY SLUMP. 


(SPECuL cE OF THE TIMES.) 

TUCSON (Aris) Feb. 2—The drop in 
copper appears to have had little effect 
on the mining industry in southern * 
zona. The Helvetia mine and smelter 
have been closed down, throwing about 
one hundred and fifty men out of em- 


trade of Tucson, but it is well known 
locally that the shutdown had been 
determined upon before copper took its 
slump. A couple of hundred of the 1600 
employés of the Copper Queen company 
at Bisbee have been “let out,” but that 
seems only the periodical weeding out 
of emplayés, for the remainder have 
been granted a uniform day of eight 
hours’ work. A hunudred men or more 
were dropped in the Cananea mines of 
Northern Mexico, but more than that 
number were employed in their stead. 
The force on the Pheips-Dodge mines 
in Globe was cut down twenty-five 
men. At Cliften and Morenci no change 
is reported. Several projected pur- 
chases of copper properties have been 
held up. but development among the 
newer copper properties appears as 
active as ever. 

EASTERNERS AFTER SOUTH Bis- 

SEE. 

Negotiations are in progress for a sale 
of the South Bisbee copper property, 
which is largely owned in Los Angeles. 
The would-be buyers are Michigan 
men, interested in the Calumet and 
Arizona claims, which flank thé South 
Bisbee ground. The syndicate is repre- 
sented by Martin Patterson, Mayor of 
Superior, Wis, who has been in Ries- 
bee for several days. He has returned 
home. Before leaving he expressed 
himself sure the deal would be made. 
No price has been announced. 

SHANNON'S IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Shannon Copper Company, near 
Clifton, will have one of the furnaces 
of ite new smelter in operation within 
a month. The plant is to have a ca- 
pacity for the reduction of 700 tons of 
ore per diem. The directors latély con- 
cluded that a concentrator would be 
necessary, to secure the best results, 
and plans for the new plant are now 
being drawn by William Careek of 
Butte. Mont. The supplemental works 
contemplated will cost about $600,000. 
To raise the money 7 per cent. bonds 
have been issued and have been sold 
to the Shannon company's stockhoid- 
ers. The managers of the corporation 
expect to have a net income of nearly 
51,000,000 a year when the reduction 
plant is in full operation, They estimate 
that they can produce copper at less 
than 7 cent a pound. At the Greene 
and United Verde mines it is claimed 
that the cost ef production is less than 


5 cents. 
AROUND TUCBON’'S CAMPS. 

The sixty-ton smelting plant of the 
Troy Copper Company will be on the 
ground, in the southern Pinal Moun- 
talns in about three weeks.

MONEY NO TEMPTATION TO THE 
WILLIAM HENRYS. 
ͤ—— — — 
Two-thousand-dollar Draft Peddled 
Around Town and not One of Them 
Would Take It—The Right Taylor at 
Last Found, 


Two thousand dollars was last night 
awarded to its rightful owner after go- 
ing ‘egging two weeks for a taker. 

This small fortune was handed to 
William H. Taylor, lately of King 
City, Mo., by Dan Graybill, chief clerk 
of the Nadeau Hotel, in the shape of a 
cashier's draft inclosed in a badly 
scarred and marked-up envelope. 

The unusual chain of mishaps was 
caused by a combination of an insuffi- 
client address, and too many W. H. 
Taylors, There are five William H. 
Taylors now in Los Angeles, and three 
of them fingered the $2000 draft. 

It was not an ordinary check which 
would make necessary having funds 
on deposit in the eastern bank on 
which drawn, but a draft on the Con- 
tinental National, Bank of Chicago 
signed by Cashier George Ward of the 
First National Bank of King City, Mo. 
All the possessor needed to do to se- 
cure the money was to sign W. H. Tay- 
lor and be identified as of that name.

The letter containing the valuable 
paper came addressed merely “W. H. 
Taylor, Los Angeles, Cal.” It was sent 
to No. 1914 South Main street, where 
resides the W. H. Taylor who is a 
member of the firm of Clark & Taylor, 
lime dealers at No. 317 East Third 
street. It was promptly resealed and 
returned to the postoffice, marked 
“Opened by mistake.” 

About this time an order came to 
have the mall of W. H. Taylor sent to 
the Nadeau. The $2000 letter was ac- 
cordingly sent to that hotel to tempt 
another Taylor. However, the second 
W. H. is a capitalist for whom money 
has lost its charm. He is an annual 
visitor from Shenandoah, Iowa, and 
he sent it back to the hotel office. 

Then the hotel managers determined 
to find out the height, weight, reach 
and previous condition of the owner of 
the $2000 before turning it loose on the 
three other W. . Taylors in the city 
directory. The draft was accompanied 
by a short personal note from the 
cashier of the city k, which indi- 
cated that the cash had been sent for. 
Cashier Ward was wired to and he ex- 
plained the money was for “W. H. Tay- 
lor, late of King City, Mo., at St. Elmo 
Hotel.“

LASSES CONFUSED 
AT SANTA MONICA. 


REORGANIZATION VOTE IS NOT 
CANVASSED BY TRUSTEES. 


SANTA MONICA, Feb. 3.—The re- 
turns of last Tuesday's special election 
were not canvassed by the Cjty Trus- 
tees today. The failure of the board 
to do so is in violation of the act pro- 
viding for the reorganization of a 
sixth-class city into one of a higher 
class, 

Although the members of the board 
who failed to carry out the provisions 
of that act did not express themselves, 
it is understod that. their failure is 
based on the fact that last Monday the 
board declared the town's population 
to be 2717, which is less than the 3000

c 


When the board assembied this 
afternoon Deputy Sheriff Harry N. 
Baker ‘served papers on several mem- 
bers of that body giving official notice 
that H. X. Goetz, as a citizen, had 
filed a suit to enjoin the board from 
canvassing the returns. 

The accompanying order of the Su- 
perior Court to appear next Friday and 
show cause why such an injunction 
should not be issued. Trustee Morgan 
sought to show that the order directed | 
the board not to canvaes the returns 

Trustee Dudiey moved to proceed to 
canvass the vote of the reorganization 
electjon, but there was no second to 
the jon. President Jones speaking 
from the chair, said he saw nothing in 
the order served by the Superior Court 
to keep the board from proceeding with 
the canvass. 

Without any further action on the 
canvass being taken, the meeting was 
adjourned till next Monday afternoon. 

Goetz, in his complaint, which was 
filed with the County Clerk yesterday, 
alleges that the town has not the 
requisite number of inhabitants to con- 
stitute a city of the fifth class, and at- 
tacks the constitutionality of the act 
under which the election was passed, 
claiming that the subject of the act is 
not fully expressed in its title, and that 
it is a special act in violation of va- 
rious sections of the Constitution. It 
is also alleged that the act under which 
the enumeration was made was re- 
pealed by the act of March 20, 1899.

A LAVA SEA. 


Forms the Underpinning of Washing- 
ton, Oregon and Part of Idaho—How 
it Affects Irrigation. 


{United States ey 
Bulietin:} A lava seu 200,000 square 
miles in extent and upward of 400 
feet deep le not usually thought of as 
forming a part of the United States, 
yet nearly the whole of Washington, 
Oregon and a large part of Idaho wete 
once overrun by such a sea of molten 
rock, the widespread remains of which 
form most of their surface today. Inte 
the ancient lava beds the rivers have 
cut profound cafions several thousand 
feet deep, some of which, netably that 
of the Snake, even rivals the Grand 
Cafion of the Colorade, except in brii- 
liancy of rock coloring. the 
rivers on the upland plates the coun- 
try ia a series of relling plateaus oa 
which the solids thick and rich. Mere 
le the t wheat-growing country of 
the Northwest, large areas being par- 
ticularly adapted te agriculture. One 
of the greatest needs of the section, 
however, is a lar supply of water 
for tion in t summer 
for stock, and for town and city needa. 
Thick layers of gravel and water- 
bearing rocks are known to lie between 
the lava Sheets, and it is from them 
that water is looked for. During the 
summer of 1900 the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, through Prof. Ieraci 
Cc. Russell, made a detailed examina- 
tion of Nez Perce county, Idaho, a typ- 
ical portion of the lava-covered c@un- 
try, with special reference to its water 
supply. The recults of this investigation 
have just been published by the Geo- 
logical Burvey in its heries of water 
supply and irrigation papers. sides 
explanation of the geology of t re- 
gion on which the wated supply de- 
pends, the paper contains suggestions 
of the localities where water is likely 
to be found, explains the principles for 
the occurrence of artesian waters 
gives practical suggestions for testing 
wells during the process of boring.

In Bombay a 
wonderful work is being done now to 
fight the plague. The pest anti-toxin 
is being manufactured there by whole- 
sale. in the great laboratory, 
occupying the old Government House, 
enough liquid is made at one time to 
dose 32.060 people. Hundreds of na- 
tives are engaged in packing the vials 
that contain it for shipment to ail 
parts of the world. The place looks like 
a thriving factory. where semething 
that is in vast demand commercially 
is being turned out in feverish haste.

TO MAKE DOCKING ILLEGAL. 
As a result, also. of the Presidential

animal within the limits of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The 
bill ie To prevent cruelty to certain 
animals in the District of Columbia,” 
and it goes into the subject thor- 
oughly.

The Roosevelt family are all enthust- 
asts aver the Sport of horsebacking. 
The President misses, rain or shine, 
but one day a week—Sunday—to sit 
upon the back of Reusten. At 3:30 


o'clock oergt. Mark F. Wilson of 
K. Bleventh Cavairy. who has been ae 
signed as orderly to the President, ap- 
peare at the north front of the White 
House, the private entrance mounted 
on his own horse and lead the other.

At that mo- 
ment the President runs briskly down 
the steps and jumpe Mtoe hie saddle.

Now, besides 
the distinguished saddiers, Genera! and 
Judge, the carriage horses. are as 
perfect a pair and as well mated as 
any that appear on the Capitals thor- 
oughfare. They are valued at over 
$1008 apiece. 

Mr. Cortelyou's horses are stalled 
there. They are four in number. His 
animais are property of state. The 
stable is likewise. The force employed, 
twelve in number, under the direction 
of Edward J. Canover, a stable man- 
ager and horse expert of reputation, is 
at the expense of the State. But the 
President has to foot the bill for his 
Private horses and carriages. 

Mr. Canover is a new foreman, the 
other who served under the late Presi- 
dent having resigned on the last of 
year past. There is nothing gaudy 
about the Presidents livery or capari- 
sons.

SLAUGHTER OF GAME. 
Grandnephew of Zebulon Pike Warns 
Celoradoans That Reckless Hunters are 


Killing Off the Elk and Deer. 


{Denver Post A warning is 
sounded from the White River forest 
reserve. If no heed le given it by the 
Legislature of Colorado, absolute ex- 
tinction of the hoards of game in the 


* 

deer. antelope and elk 
that have made the White River re- 
serve one of the most famous of the 
entire western country are being 
heartiessly slaughtered by the whole- 
sale. The game wardens and inhabi- 
tants of the country are absolutely 
powerless to prevent the slaughter that 
grows more terrible every year. This 
is the note of warning sounded by E. 
A. Brown, the first to reveal the 
actual extent of the practices carried 
on daily by the game hunters in that 
locality during the open season. E. 
A. Brown is a wealthy grandnephew 
of Colorado's patron saint, Zebulon 
Pike He is the owner of a lod in 
the reserve, where he ds w at 
a time every year, during the game 
season and the summer 

Only immediate tegisiation, says Mr. 
Brown, will save the White River 
forest reserve as 4 home for the 
prized big game of Colorado, and it is 
his mission to privately present the 
urgency for immediate action to those 
who may take the task of carrying the 
matter before the next Legislature. 
SEASON MUST BE SHORTENED. 

“The game season,” says Mr. Brown, 
“must be shortened at least one-half 

and antelope, if the State 
keeps game there. There should he 
no open season at all for elk. At the 
opening of the season for deer. hunters 
come into the reserve in flocks. Then 
the pitiful sights begin. Every day 
of the time till the season closes at 
least four wagon loads of horned 
deer are driven past my lodge. That 
is not the worst. The magpies have 
sad tales to tell all day long. When 
you hear their chatter and follow the 
sound, you find lying in the brush or 
on the bare mountainside, a young doe 
or fawn. A few days before I left the 
lodge to come to Denver, I followed 
up a magpie’s call and found, in a 
clump of trees, a beautiful young doe. 
lying dead with her two fawn. The 
provisions of the law, to the effect 
that only horned deer shall be shot, 
are not respected in the least. Of 
course, most of the sportamen are 
after heads, and don't care for & doe, 
but they shoot at long range. and 
can't tell whether it's a buck or doe 
or fawn until they come on their dead 
game. That is why the reserve is 
scattered every season with does and 
fawns abandoned to the magpie. I es- 
thmate the destruction of deer in White 
River forest reserve as from three to 
four thousand every season. At such 
a fearful rate as that. the conclusion 
can be only one: The number of 
horned bucks and the does are now 
already limited. Three years ago the 
country was alive with them. In three 
years more, under the present long 
season, there will be none. 

The same may be said for the ante- 
lope. The season for their slaughter is 
eighty-five days also. The sight of an 
antelope now, except in the hunter's 
* n, is rare.” 
season for elk is ten days. Dur- 
ing that time 100 to 30 are shot each 
year. The open season for the elk 
should be cut short for several years, 
and give the animal an opportunity to 
retstablish itself. Our reserve js one 
of the few localities in the West for 
elk. I think there will be few to kill 
next season. 

ELK WILL BE EXTINCT. 

“Unless the elk season is closed I am 
persuaded that two or three years will 
put it practically out of existence in 
our western country.” 

Mr. Brown advocates, besides the 
shorten! of the open season, the 
placing of a license on every gun that 
comes into the reserve. This provision, 
now in force In Wyoming, has worked 
well, he says, and would be almost as 
efficient in checking the slaughter of 
valua game, as the shortening of 
the season. Another provision is sug- 
gested which would be of value, but 
which would probably require the co- 
operation of the members of the gun 
clube and other sportemen of the 
State. 

This is that they prepare a petition 
asking that the protection me 
come under national jurisdiction. En- 
der that provision the fifteen forest 
riders of the reserve would be 
t 
game laws of the State. As the affair 
now stande, the forest rider cannot 
remonstrate with a law-breaker. The 
game wardens are too few to accom- 
plish anything of consequence in con- 
serving the rights of Colorado to its 
game.

These old timers can get 
up a meeting of absorbing interest 
when they are in the mood, as they 
were last night, to wander back in 
memory over their long trail through 
the history of Los Angeles, and tell of 
happenings that will soon be practically 
lost to the world. 

Without any special subject to start 
with, last nichts meeting somehow 
fell into the bandit story line, with the 
famous Californian bandit, Vasquez, 
who was captured here and hung in the 
early seventies, as the chief hero. 
None of the regular papers that had 
been expected for the meeting were 
ready, so the president called on the

down to see him, people forgetting their 
business for the time being. He had 
become a feared and famous being in 
this vicinity, through his many depre- 
dations, and his romantic-—-some say 
chivalrous—way of doing business. He 
was a cold-blooded murderer many 
times over, however, and was convicted 
and hung on the charge of shooting 
down in his own doorway the keeper of 
a roadhouse in the country, who fell 
dead in the arms of his wife, without 
even knowing why he was attacked.

JAIL WORK. 

BIDS NOW ASKED FOR. 
Weeks of wrestling on the part of 
the Board of Supervisors over epecifi- 
cations for a new County Jail are at 
last ended, 

The work of building an up-to-date 
prison on the corner of Temple and 
Buena Vista streets has been divided 
into four partse—building structure, 
cell work, heater and elevator. Bids 
on the specifications just adopted for 
these separate jobs are now adver- 
tised for, to be opened about March 18.
